The 
proposal was opposed by Chairman 
Butler, who declared it would violate 
the arms conference treaty. It was 
rejected 74 to 54.

At least five 
floors of the proposed building would 
be devoted to the board’s needs and 
the remainder of the offices would be 


rented, 
Would Dertye Income. 

At present the administrative, busi- 
ness and law departments of the board 
are inggeparate buildings, and as Mr. 
Byrnes pointed out, are paying ap- 
proximately $230,000 a year for these 
unsatisfactory accommodations. He 
estimates that a net income of $400,- 
000 could be derived from the space 
not used by the board in the proposed 
building. The total annual rental from 
the quarter block on which it is pro- 
posed to build is less than $95,000. 

The proposed skyscraper would have 
a frontage of 192 feet on Dearborn 
street and 120 feet on Monroe street. 
Two buildings, the Tremont hotel [for- 
merly the Saratoga hotel] and the 
Crilly building, occupy the site at pres- 
ent. They were built more than forty 
years ago. 

It is estimated that the cost of the 
building would be aproximately $6,- 
000,000. The project under the school 
law could be financed by a bond issue. 
To this must be added the sum neceés- 
sary to purchase the present lease- 
holds or to secure them through con- 
demnation proceedings.

THE RIVALRY OF RACES. 
{The London Times. } 

Lord Rosebery once spoke of the “ secular antago- 
nism ” between Asia and Europe; and there seems, 
mdeed, to be an uncontrollable antipathy between 
eastern and western civilizations. The Buropean 
races that come to America, however disparate their 
Origin, become merged, generally speaking, in a more 
or léss common type. Not so the Jdpanese, who 
remain distinct and unassimilable. No objection is 
mde to the Japanese as individual citizens. There 
is no political animosity against them. The Japanese 
have the civic virtues to an unusual degree. They 
are notoriously sober, industrious, and law abiding. 
But to difference of race is added a peculiarly sharp 
form of economic rivalry. They can live in condi- 
tiens disagreeable or impossible to men of the Angilo- 
Saxon‘race. They need little sustenance, and are 
satisfied with pvor shelter. They work. long hours, 
and work well. They are proverbially efficient. They 
are in fact too efficient. They outwork their white 
competitors and undersell them. Wherever a group 
of Japanese workers settle, the white man is eco- 
nomically driven off the field. There have been many 
examples of Japanese who have maintained a high 
standard of living, both in California and in British 
Columbia; but in the main, and especially at first, 
they hopelessly undercut white labor. 

These are fundamental causes of ahtagonism, and 
it is idle to ignore the possibility of ultimate conflict

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MALARIA IN ILLINOIS. 

‘ALARIA is far more widespread 

than is generally thought. No 

one thinks of Llinois as being 4 

malaria state. Yet our H. F. 

Ferguson, state sanitary engineer, esti- 

mates that during the last three years 

malaria cost the people of the state 
three million dollars a year. 

This estimate is on a cost of 
one hundred dollars per case. This base 
rate of one hundred dollars per case in- 
cludes doctors’ bills, medicines, nurses’ 
bills, hospital bills, funeral expenses, loss 
of wages of the sick and members of 
the family who nurse the sick, loss due 
to absence of labor and the lowered ef- 
ficiency of workers who have malarial 
spleens and malarial anemias, but who 
keep at work. 

On this basis a total loss of one hun- 
dred dollars per case does not seem high. 


~o- 

The death rate in the state from ma- 
laria is three times as high as the 
(typhoid Geath rate of the city of Chi- 
cago. * About one-half this loss from ma- 
laria is suffered by the inhabitants of 
the twelve southern counties of the 
State. In these counties the popula- 
tion is only 5 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the entire state. Some malaria 
is found in all parts of the state. There 
is a mosquito nuisance in some part of 
every county in the state. 

In 1923 the city of Belleville decided 
that they would follow the example of 
Carbondale and get rid of the mos- 
quitoes. They spent $3,500 the first year 
and by so doing saved their people an 
estimated loss of $18,000. The malaria 
rate was reducea 75 pér cent. It was 
estimated there were 110 fewer cases of 
malaria than they would ordinarily have 
had. The reductidh in the mosquito: 
nuisance was noticed by every one. 

~~ 

The major part of the work done con- 
sisted in draining land, .cleaning out 
ditches, cleaning the ditch bank and 
shallow water, and ofling bodies of 
water. Some streams and ponds were 
stocked with top minnows. 

It was found that a fair part of the 
mosquito nuisance was due to breeding 
in and around houses. Mosquitoes were 
found breeding in 58 out of 76 rain 
barrels, in 72 out of 118 tubs, and in one 
well. Buckets, bottles, cans and unused 
fish bowls were found to furnish some 
breeding places. Occasionally a cistern 
which was supposed to be closed was 
found to have cracks and _ crevices 
through which mosquitoes entered to lay 
their eggs in the water. ? 

In Belleville, which is i the vicinity 
of St. Louis, mosquito breeding began 
in 1923, about May 15.

Those are the words of Dr. Royal C. 
Copeland, former Commissioner of 
Health of New York City and now U. S. 
Senator from New York, who has come 
out with the plain truth about the men- 
ace of venereal infections. 


If all who have the so-called “social”

Strawberry Mousse. 


Whipped cream is light of texture, 
extremely, and we must use it in a 
mousse. The rest of the ingredients of 
& mousse must therefore be light or 
about the same density or solidity; 
otherwise the two will separate. White 
of egg, beaten to stiffness in the foun- 


dation mixture, has a similar density 
or rather a similar lightness, while 
gelatin is heavier and will separate 
unless it is made light by beating. 
This foundation may be an ordinary 
cooked icing—-we must have sugar, of 
course, for sweetening the mousse, and 
when this is cooked and beaten with 
egg white it is ight—flavored with the 
ingredient that gives the name to the 
mousse.

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HO, HUM! ED LEWIS 
FLOPS POOR OLD 
STAN 'ZBYSZKO: AGAIN 


PPLYING his famous head lock 
with the same effectiveness as 
usual, Ba “Strangler” Lewis, 
world’s heavyweight wrestling 
champion, defended his title against 
Challenger Stanislaus Zbyszko in the 
main bout of John “ Doc” Krone’s mat 
show at the Coliseum last night. 

The champion won two of the three 
falls, but the Pole was tor in the 
second fall after he had butted Lewis, 
knocked him down, then picked him 
up and threw him heavily to the mat. 
The challenger then pinned kis man 
with a crotch and half nelson after 
13:55 of wrestling. 

Lewis took the first fall in 24:05 with 
a head lock and the third and deciding 
bout with the same hold in 9:30. In 
the last fall, the champion punished 
the Pole unmercifully with head locks 
applied from almost every position. He 
certainly secured revenge for the rough 
treatment doled out by Zbyszko in the 
second fall. 

The champion clearly outwrestled 
the Pole and beat him more decisively 
than in any of their previous strug- 
gles. Lewis broke the Pole’s arm locks 
and short arm scissors without appar- 
ent effort and proved the master of the 
situation most of the way. 

In the semi-windup, Frank Judson, 
former “wrestling coach ef Harvard 
university, took an interesting one fall 
match from Andreas Castaneas, the 
8 heavyweight title holder. Jud- 
son won in 46:40 with a flying mare, 
while Karl Sarpalius, formerly of the 
University of Chicago won over Bill 
Beth in a one fall encounter with an 
arm scissors and wrist lock in 17:05. 
The attendance was estimated at 5,600 
and the receipts about $9°500.
